No. 1-01(17)/ 67. — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 30 of the Chartered 
Accountants Act, 1949 (XXXVIII of 1949), the Council 
of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India has 
made the following amendments to the Chartered 
Accountants Regulations, 1964, the same having been 
previously published and approved by the Central Gov- 
ernment as required under sub-section (3) of the said 
Section. 


In the said Regulations — 

I. For the existing clause (i) of sub-regulation (1) 

of Regulation 113, substitute the following: — 

“(i) A Regional Council shall at its meeting held, 
as far as may be, in the later half of the month 
of September every year, elect out of its mem- 
ber a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, a Secretary 
and a Treasurer thereof.” 

if. For the existing sub-regulation (5) of regulation 
113. \ubstitutc the following : — 

“(5) The said office bearers shall hold office 'in til 
the meeting of the Regional Council contem- 
plated in sub-clause (1) (i) of regulation 113 
supra has been held in the next year. 

Provided that if for any reason, the Regional 
Council is unable to meet as above, the office 
bearers shall continue in office for the purpose 
of holding a meeting and electing the new 
office-bearers.” 

Ill Add the following proviso to sub-regulation (1) 
of Regulation 124, viz. 

‘Provided that if, for any reason, the annual general 
meeting does not take place within the date specified 
above. President may appoint such other date for the 
meeting as he may deem fit”. 
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No. 1 *CA(20)/68. — The following draft of an amend- 
ment to th c Chartered Accountant* Regulations, 1964, 
which it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 30 of 
the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 (Act XXXVIII of 
1949), is published for information of all persons likely 
to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the draft will be taken up for consideration on or after 
\5the April 1968. 


Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
date specified will be considered by the Council of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, New Delhi. 

In the said Regulations, insert the following new re- 
gulation after Regulation 12 

L ‘12A, Titrte limit on entertaining complaint or 
Information. 

Save in cases of misconduct involving moral 
turpitude or in cases instituted by the Central 
Government, where the Council is satisfied 
that there would be difficulty in securing pro- 
per evidence of the alleged misconduct, or that 
the member against whom the complaint has 
been filed would find it difficult to lead evidence 
to defend himself on account of the time-lag, 
or til at changes have taken place rendering the 
inquiry procedurally inconvenient or difficult, 
the Council may refuse to entertain complaints 
or information in respect of misconduct made 
more than 10 years after th e sam c was alleged 
to have been committed,"
